Lk.mnoton, Ky., Feb. 10. — A political 
Bcnsiitiun is caused by the publloation 
of n letter from Col. Thomas E. Moore, 
of liourboii county, Icadinff silver dem- 
ocriit, tlenouneiuff Ilesha llreckinridge, 
son of Col. W. C. 1’. Urcekinridjfe, edit- 
or of the llenild, and sujfffcstinjr a duel 
to settle their dilTerences. Col. Moore 
is un e.x-eon federate and is paralyzed 
in his rij(ht-ariii. He sug'j.'ests that 
holli use left arms. 

Tile feoliriff lietween the men was cn- 
pendered in tlie llreekiuridpe-Owens 
conpressioniil contest four years apo. 
Col. .Moore was recently suppested us a 
IR'iiitcnliiiry coininissioner and tho 
Ilerald ridiculed him. This led to the 
cliallenpc. llreekinrldpe is in Frank- 
fort and will probably answer Ck)l. 
MiMire Tlinrsday. CoL llreekinrldpe 
deelined to discu.ss the challenpe.

WILL NOT YIELD. 

The Seven Covlnirton Councllmeii Prefer tc 
Kenmiti In Jail. 

iNDKrK.MiKNCK, Ky., Feh.lO. — A. Nie- 
naher, eipar manufacturer, J. L. Kuh 
saloonkeeper, Michael Messinpsclaper. 
tobacco broker, H. II. Iluclefeld 
cipur manufacturer, John Dorsel, re- 
tired distiller, Charles Avery, iron rol- 
ler, F. C, Niempyer, huteher, 
I tho seven imprisoned councilmec 
I of Covinpton, were before Judpt 
Tarvin Wednesday at 10 a. ra., 
in the hcarinp of tho habeas cor- 
pus writ issued by Judpe Iloilpe at 
Newport Tuesday. 

An effort to swear Judpe Tarvin oil 
the Ih-dcIi in tlie ease on the pround 
tliat he was an inti-rested party failed. 
The judpe said his only interest wat 
to prevent certain persons from aetinp 
us “anurehists.” 

Then there were Icpal tilts on the 
writ. Attorney Fiske cited lepal au- 
thorities. Tlieotiore Ilallam retorted 
to the judpe, who spoke of his pres 
ence: "You are offerinp me an insult 
and 1 can not respond." 

The judpe refu.sed to release the men 
on Judpe llodpe's writ and said he 
would allow the prisoners to make a 
new appeal in Imlieas corpus before 
him. 

Ills pround for refusinp Judpe 
llodpe's writ was that it had been is- 
sued before tlie imprisonment of the 
coiincilmon. 

Tile eouncilmen were recommitted. 
ThoiKiore llallnm was told that he was 
in eontempL 

All the prisoners show evidence of 
close eunfinemetit, several refjuirinp 
the attendance of a physician and ail 
apiK'iirinp in need of rest. It was this 
wliieli probably induced Judpe Tarvin 
to urpe them, before adjourninp court 
Wednesilay afternoon, to end the un- 
fortunate affair and pive liim oppor- 
tunity to let them return to tlieir 
liomes and families. Ills address, 
however, couched in tlie friendliest 
terms, passed unheeded and tliey were 
apalii remanded to jail.

b<M)ks. Passed. 

FKANKrouT, Ky., Feb. la— S enate— T he 
senate passed the bill continuing for two years 
longer the Kienugraphcrs for the judges of the 
court of appeals. The Bennett bill to ascertain 
the heirs in coses of intestacy and otherwise 
was passed, but was reconsidered and recom- 
mitted on request of Senator Drown. Bills in- 
troduceii : To restrict and license glove con- 
tests or exhibitions, and to repeal all other 
acts in coutlict therewith; to prohibit anyone 
from handling, buying or shipping any clothing 
that has been worn or used. 

House- The Weatherford bill, providing for 
a reduction of b .luries of certain state offleers. 
came up. and produced a lengthy discussion. 
An amendment by Pullam, of Louisville, to cut 
down the i>er diem of legislators to 12 per day 
and mileage to live cents, was overwhelmingly 
defeated. All amendments were voted down, 
and the bill passed by a vote of 76 to 4. i 

Fhankkokt. Fob. II.— Senate— T ho local 
option bill, seeking to make the county tho 
tyiit in voting on tho liquor question Imsleiul 
of the precinct, came up us a special order | 
in the senate. Senators Uoebol, Shanks 
and Alexander asked that the bill be 
referrtsi back to a law committee for 
further bearing and to consider the consti- 
tutional questions in the bill. After an* 
hour's wrangle the friends of the bill agreed 
to recommit the bill to the committee on 
ligion and morals, with tho u-ulcrstanding that . 
the committee will give tho opponents of tha 
bill a hearing and report next Tuesday. Tho. 
Goebel election bill providing fur a board ofj 
election commissioners to app<7lnt election oiB-' 
cers cumo up as a special oidcr. An umentW 
men t was adopto^i^;^ viding for settUiig 
lewTW m raees teKgtmTnm' ami itrtrtfWbm 
ernor by selecting a board of con.o.t by'ToC 
from tho senate and house. Passed by a vote 
of 20 to lA. 

Hoi^sr- B ilLs reported favorably: To au- 
thorlre tru>tee.B of sixth-class towns to con- 
struct streets and sidcw’alks; to authorize su- 
pcrliitendeuts cf public works in cities of sec- 
ond class to order sidewalk repairs at the 
cxj>cnsc of abutting property owners; for ben- 
ctlt'of pauper Idiots and lunatics by paying 
for time lost in falling to hold Inquests at 
proiM.T time; providing that a county judge | 
cun not grunt an injunction except w hen the ■ 
clrcui^udgc is out of his district. The house 
committee on public health decided Thursday 
ofternoon to report favorably the bill to re- 
quire the osteopath healers to obtain a certiti- 
cute and pay a license like any physician. 
Some of the osteopaths arc here tigliiing the 
bill, and lioi>e to have a substitute offered in 
the way of a compromise. 

Kkank KURT, Feb. 12.— SENATB~In the sen- 
ote the bill to transfer Whiteley county from 
the Third appellate court district to the .Sev- 
enth district was amended by a Hubitiiuto of- 
fered by Senator Goebel which provided for 
transferring Bell.

tack upon Sjic.akcr Hoed for preventing j 
the enuctnient. us the Nciiniska senator declar- 
ed. of meritorious legNluilon. sent to the house 
of re; re eiiiailvcs by the senate. He denounc- 
ed the siK'akcr s action In this regiiifl us "dls- 
grace " to congress and to the American pt*ople. j 
When tt point of order was ma le against him 
for the use of Improper language concerning 
the other branch of congress. Mr. Allen said 
he was stating only the truth and that he was 
responsible here or elsewhere at any time for 
I his statement.

Del.) attempted to reply on the tlcMir 
during the consideration of those idlls to a let- 
ter reccrilly written by Thomas F. Bayard, 
secrctniy of stale under the ricvcland udinin- 
Istratii n. In dmunciatlon of tho free silver 
democracy. Hull call followtsl roll cull all tlay 
long and partisan feeling reached a high pitch. 
Finally when it became cvklent that no 
progress could be made with the bills pre- 
sented, un udjournment was taken until Mon- 
day. 

Washington. Feb. 12.- Sknatk -Considera- 
tion of the Indian appropriation bill was re- 
8umed by the senate Friday and after being 
amended to some extent the measure was 
passed. The most Imporiaui amendment to 
the bill was that offered by Mr. PcUlgrew 
(S. D.) which, if tlnully enacted, will 

restore the free homcsieud law so fur us it n'- 
lates to Indian lands ceded to the United States 
for which lands the settlers h ve been obliged 
to pay the purchase price paid to the Indians. 
The bill curries appropriations aggregating 
nearly IH.mouo. 

IIouKK- Not in session 

Wakiiington. Feb. I.V-Sknatk The senate 
devoted four hours in ex''cuilvo session Mon- 
day to the consideration of the Hawaiian 
treaty. The principal speech was made by 
Senator Uetilgrew. this iieing the third Instal- 
ment of hW rom irks np)n tho subject. Sena- 
tor Morgan's resolution was parsed culling on 
tho president for copies of the rep« rl of tho 
consul general and of tho consuls of the rnitod 
StaU's In Cuba written and n cclvcd since March 
4. which relate to the state of war in that 
island, and the cumlUIon of the people there; 
also whether any agent of a goy. rnnient in 
Cuba has been accretlitcd to this government, 
or the president of this government with 
authority to negotiate a treaty of reeipnK’lty 
or any ether commercial agreement with the 
Unlteil Stales. 

House C/onsldorable unnessary excitement 
WHS cau ed among the members of the houso 
Monday by the rumor hrqudiy circulated be- 
fore the house convened that important action 
relative to Cuba was to )>e taken. It turned 
out to be simply u resolution of Inquiry unani- 
mously rttported by the foreign affairs commit- 
tee lust week calling on the state department 
for information as to the condition 
of the conccntriwIoH In Cuba and the priHfresB 
made In Spain's effort to induce tho Cub. ns 
to accept autonomy. The rcHoluiion was adopt- 
ed without division. Another resolution was 
adopU'd calling for the correspondence relat- 
ing to the exclusion of our fruits, beef and 
horses from Germiany. The remainder of the 
day was devoted to District of Columbia imsi- 
ness. ^

— Lawyt rs 
here are of the opinion tliat .Indjfe Tar- 
vin’s court can not lie appealed from, 
provided that ho has not exceeded the 
limit of tlie law in his contempt pi o- 
ceodinjfs.

■areophaKna for Oody nf Mra. Uraal 
I’laoed In Poaltlon. 

The aajoophaguB which ia to contain 
tihe body of Mrs. Orant baa been placed 
beside tho receptacle that holda the re- 
tnaina of Oen. Grant In the tomb in 
Riverside pork. Both aarcophngi were 
cut from the quarries at Montello, Wia. 
MTien the big granite block to hold Ube 
body of Gen. Grant waa ftnlahed, a aim 
liar sarcopbogua was being hewn for 
the widow. 

A pedestal to support the twin sar- 
cophagi was erected in the tomb. Its 
height is about 7Vi feet above the floor 
of the crypt. It it ten feet and ten 
inches in depth and breadth. 

Both sarcophagus weigh about eight 
tens. All of the exposed faces are high- 
ly polished. The color is a dark red, 
variegated In spots. On the sarcopha- 
gus intended for Mrs. Gramt there U 
the name In bronze, “Julia D. Grant." 

The sarcophagus of the great union 
general has hla came “Ulysses S. 
Grant.’’ 

So far ns the labors of the Grant Mon- 
ument association are concerned, they 
were finirihed when the sarcophagus for 
Mrs. Grant was placed in position. 
There will be additional features in the 
tomb, such os statuary. 



GETS CLEAR ON QUEER PLEA. 

Federal nalldlna at St. I.onls Shields 
a rnaaarlons Janitor. 

Armstead Robinson, the colored por- 
ter in the olHce of Internal Revenue Col- 
lector McCreery at St. I.ouis, has es- 
tablished a precedent in the mnttenof 
state and federal jurisdiction. 

A week or so ago Robinson resented 
a remark made by Robert Christian, a 
janitor in the federal building, by as- 
saulting and battering him. 

He was arrested on a warrant from 
the .four courts, charging assault ond 
battery. In Judge Murphy’s court a 
plea In abatement wns entered by Rob- 
inson’s lawyer on the ground that the 
federal building wns a United Slates 
reservation and the stnte had no juris- 
diction over offenses committed inside 
the building. 

The plea was sustained by Judge Mur- 
phy, who said that the'statute of 1872 
gives the United States government su- 
preme jurisdiction over such territory. 

This relieves Robinson of all fear of 
prosecution, ns the federal statutes pro- 
vides for the punishment of murder 
only, when committed on government 
property. 

^ PIGMIES DO HAIR UP IN MUD, 

Nonth American Traveler Reparta 
' Neelna; Cnrlona Race of Uwarfs. 

Kben J. .Sullivan, of Boston,, who has 
just returned from South America, re- 
ports seeing a curious race pf pigmies. 

Mr. Sullivan said: “I met, while on 

the Rio Negro, one of the tributaries of 
tho Amazon, a race of remarkable small 
people, who were very ugly In shape; 
the stomach ia distended out of ail pro- 
portion of their tiny, spindling arms 
and ieg;s. I think that they may num- 
ber 10,000 or 15,000 souls. 

“These people are not over four feel 
eight inches in height. Clothing is 
worn only by adults and consists mere- 
ly of a cloth over the loins. Their hair 
la done up and stuck together by mud 
in a most repulsive fashion. 

“They have tribal marks that cover 
the upper body and head, made by slits 
in the skin, are peaceably disposed and 
afraid of the white man.” 



NEW sf. LOUIS DISEASE. . 

Cyclonle Neorosls Is Responsible toi 
llandreds of Salcldcs, 

“SL Louis has what 1s technically 
known as ‘cyclonic neurosis,’ ” said Dr. 
G. Wiley Broome, of that cCty, speaking 
nf the scenes witnessed In the city dur- 
ing the recent windstorm. 

“Neurosis commonly Is a functional 
direction of tlhe nerves. Cyclonic neu- 
rosis is attributable to fright and ex- 
citement oocasloned by the cyclone. 
Hundreds of coses of suicide are 
ascribed to the cyclone of May, 1896." 

Dr. Broome was asked what remedy 
be might suggest. 

“There is only one, an a.batementof 
strong winds,” he replied.
